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The  male  biitha  registered  number  63842,  the  female  60576 ;  the 
former  thus  oatDumberitig  the  latter  by  3266.  The  births  exceed  the  deaUu 
during  the  year  by  49872. 

The  number  of  iUe^timate  births  reported  is  10380,  equal  to  8-34 
per  cent  of  the  total  births, — a  somewhat  higher  ratio  than  for  last  year. 
The  male  ill^ttmates  bom  are  6342,  the  ten^e  6038.

The  manuge-nte  vaiies  coosuletably,  &s  may  be  pnanmad,  in  tiie  &VB 
r^ietration  dUtricte,  Id  accordance  wi^  the  density  of  the  popnlatina  ol 
each,  their  BarrouDdings  and  naethod  of  gaining  a  livelihood,  Ac.,  being 
highoBt  in  the  PriDcipnl  Town  Districts,  where  it  is  in  the  ratio  of  76  per 
ten  thousand  of  the  inbabitaoU  of  Uie  same,  the  mean  for  the  Uat  ten 
years  being  nearly  64 ;  in  tlie  Large  Town  Distncte  the  ratio  it  64  in  like 
proportitm,  the  mean  here  for  the  last  ten  years  being  70 ;  io  the  Small 
Town  Uiatricts  the  rate  is  o7  per  ten  thouaand,  that  for  the  ten  years  being 
62;  ill  the  Main  I  and- Rural  Districts  tor  the  present  year  it  is  49,  and  for 
the  ten  years  almost  53 ;  in  the  Insular-Rural  Districts  being  bat  34ftf 
1887,  and  nearly  42  as  the  mean  of  the  aforesaid  tan  years.  These  ratios, 
when  compared  with  those  of  last  year,  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the 
Large  Town  Districts,  a  decrease  in  the  InsulEir-Rnral  Districts,  being 
almoet  witbont  cb:\nge  in  the  other  three  districts. 

In  six  connties,  as  shown  in  Table  VI.,  the  martiage-iate  is  above  that 
for  the  country  as  a  whole,  viz.,  in  Linlithgow  where  it  is  80*2  per  ten 
thousand  of  the  inhabitants,  in  Edinborgb  it  is  7&'1,  in  Lanark  72-4,  in 
Benfrew  64-4,  in  Ayr  639,  and  in  Forfar  628.     Those  counties  with  the 
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Gennan  Empire,  77  in  Italy,  73  in  France,  71  in  Belgium,  and  70  in 
Denmark  and  the  Netherlands.

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Town  Districts,  io  tbe  former  the  death-rate  among  the  males  at  this  tender 
age  beinf;  16-549  per  cent.,  among  tbe  females  13-867  per  cent,  and  in  the 
latter — the  Large  Town  Districts — ]  6*128  per  cent,  and  13'425  per  cent 
respectively.  The  death-rate  below  one  year  of  age  is  lowest  io  tbe 
Insula r-Bnral  Districts,  being  here  in  the  case  of  the  males  7'673  per  cent, 
and  of  the  females  5961  per  cent.,  and  in  each  district  the  male  death-rate 
is  above  that  of  the  female  at  the  same  ag& 

Under  two  years  of  age  the  proportion  of  male  and  female  deaths  in 
Scotland  did  not  vary  much,  being  5-756  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  the  former 
and  5701  per  cent  in  that  of  tbe  iatter,  these  proportions  being  exceeded  in 
the  case  of  both  sexes  in  the  Principal  and  lArge  Town  Districts.  In  the 
Bnral  Districts  the  female  nioitality-rate  overtops  that  of  the  male. 

Of  children  under  three  years  of  age  2*508  per  cent,  of  the  malea  and 
2*486  per  vent,  of  the  females  died  in  Scotland  during  the  year  under 
review,  exceeded  in  the  case  of  both  sexes  in  the  Principal  Town  Districts, 
and  in  that  of  the  males  in  the  Large  Town  DistrictA,  and  in  the  Main- 
land and  Insnlar-Rotal  Districts  the  female  rate  exceeded  the  male. 

Under  four  years  of  age  the  rate  for  Scotland  does  not  vary  much  in 
the  case  of  either  sex,  being  1'521  per  cent  in  thst  of  the  males  and  1*457 
per  cent  in  that  of  the  females,  again  exceeded  in  the  case  of  both  sexee  in 
the  Principal  Town  Districts,  and  in  that  of  the  females  in  the  Large  Town 
Districts,  where,  as  also  in  the  lusular-Korol  Districts,  the  female  death-rate 
is  higher  than  that  of  the  male. 

Under  five  yeara  ol  ace  the  mortality-rate  for  tbe  whole  country  a> 
to  sexes  is  again  not  very  different,  being  in  the  case  of  the  males  1*100  per 
cent  and  in  that  of  the  females  1'112  per  cent,  exceeded  in  both  cases  in 
ttie  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts;  in  til  the  districts  except  those  ot 
tbe  Small  Towns  the  female  death-rate  is  now  above  that  of  tha  male. 
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proportion  of  274  in  each  hundred  thousand  of  the  estimated  popnladuu, 
or  14*66  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality.  In  the  Principal  Town  Districls 
the  like  proportion  in  each  hundred  thousand  of  the  population  is  357. 
or  17*07  per  cent;  in  the  Large  Town  Districts  the  proportion  is  317  per 
hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  16*82  per  cent;  in  the  Small  Town 
Districts  245  to  population,  or  13*67  per  cent,  to  deaths ;  in  the  Mainlaud- 
Bural  Districts  107  or  10*68  per  cent;  and  in  the  rnsular-Rural  Districts 
127  died  from  Zymotics  in  each  hundred  thousind  of  population  aa 
estimated,  or  8*14  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  is  of  this  nature. 

Tables  XXX.  and  XXXI.  show  the  rate  of  Zymotic  deaths  in  tbo 
Principal  Towns  of  Scotland;  thus  in  Glasgow  the  ratio  of  auch  per 
hundred  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  is  363,  equivalent  to  15'66  pur  oent 
of  all  the  deaths.  Hooping-Cough  accounts  for  123  in  like  proportion; 
Measles  for  57 ;  Scarlet-Fever  and  Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery  each  for  45 ; 
Diphtheria  for  80 ;  all  Fevers  for  25  (of  which  20  are  Enteric  and  4  Typhus). 

In  Edinburgh  the  death-rate  from  Zymotics  is  at  the  rate  of  325  per 
hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  16*48  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 
112  of  those  in  like  ratio  are  due  to  Hooping-Cough ;  57  to  Scarlet-Fever; 
55  tj  Diarrhoei  and  Dysentery;  22  to  Diphtheria;  21  to  Fevers  (16  being 
Enteric  and  4  Typhus) ;  and  17  to  Measles. 

In  Dundee  the  mortality  from  the  same  is  428  per  hundred  thousand 
persons,  or  20*18  per  cent  of  the  deaths.  Hooping-Oough  is  the  oauiseaf 
149  of  the  above;  Scarlet- Fever  of  104;  Diarrboeal  Affections  of  93; 
Measles  of  27 ;  Diphtheria  and  Fevers  each  of  11  (6  of  tlie  latter  being 
Typhoid  and  5  Typhus). 

In  Aberdeen  the  death-rate  from  Zymotics  is  at  the  rate  of  445  in 
each  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  20*50  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths. 
Measles  here  caused  the  heaviest  proportional  mortality,  inasmuch  as  232 
of  the  above  are  of  this  nature;  Hooping-Cough  caused  77;  Diarrhoea  and 
Dysentery  52 ;  Scarlet-Fever  24 ;  Fevers  20  (of  which  14  are  Typhoid  and 
3  Typhus) ;  Diphtheria  8  ;  and  Small-Pox  2.

Diplitheria  caused  805  deaths,  in  the  ratio  of  20  per  hundred  thousand 
or  1*09  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths ;  males  372,  females  433,  being  meet 
marked  in  the  Principal  and  Large  Town  Districts. 

Continued  Fevers  are  the  cause  of  1037  deaths,  equivalent  to  a  rate 
of  26  per  hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  1*41  per  cent,  of  all  the 
specified  deaths;  the  males  number  518,  the  females  519,  and  in  all  the 
Districts,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  the  Principal  Towns  and  Main- 
land-Rural, the  rate  is  above  that  for  Scotland  as  a  whole,  being  highest  in 
the  Small  Town  Districts,  where  they  caused  a  mortality-rate  of  32  per 
hundred  thousand  of  population,  or  1*76  per  cent  of  all  the  deaths  therein 
occurring.  Typhus  caused  126  deaths,  or  3  in  every  hundred  thousand  of 
population.     Enteric  or  Typhoid  835,  equal  to  21  per  hundred  thousand,

Diseases  (if  a  Tubercular  nature  caused  10275  deatba,  eanivalent  to  a 
rate  of  260  in  every  hundred  thousand  of  the  inhabitants  of  Scotland,  or 
13'92  per  cenL  of  all  the  specified  mortality ;  male  deaths  are  6046,  female 
5229.  The  heaviest  mortality  from  such  is  in  the  Principal  and  Large 
Town  Districts,  in  the  former  of  whinh  the  rate  is  309  per  hundreiJ 
thousand,  or  1476  per  cent,  of  all  deaths,  and  in  the  latter  284,  or  14'18 
per  cent.

From  Old  Age  4523  were  recorJed ;  1671  being  men,  and  2852  women, 
36  of  the  former  and  104  of  the  latter  were  between  95  and  100,  and  5 
men  and  21  women  were  reported  bo  be  100  years  old  or  upwards  at  death.

16  females  hanged  themselves ;  and  13  males  and  4  females  ended  theit 
existence  in  manners  not  specially  stated. 

In  the  Principal  Town  Districts  63  males  and  30  females  committed 
Snicide ;  in  the  Large  Town  Districts  15  males  and  11  females  did  the 
same;  in  the  Small  Town  Districts  45  males  and  8  females;  in  the  Main- 
land Sural  Districts  40  males  and  13  females ;  and  in  the  Insular-Rural 
Districts  2  males  and  1  female  did  likewise. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Homicide  were  registered  during  the  year. 


WEATHER  AND  ITS  INFLUENCE  ON  THE  MORTALITY. 

The  following  remarks  on  the  weather  of  1887  are  extracted  from  the 
Astronomer-Royal's  Notes  appended  to  the  Monthly  Reports  issued  by  the 
Registrar-General 

Jamuiry  was  on  the  mean  of  its  whole  extent  not  remarkable  in  an 
extreme  degi'ee  fur  any  given,  or  ordinarily  recognised  meteorological 
feature,  though  inclining  in  a  second  degree  to  rather  higher  mean 
temperature,  less  rainfall,  more  strength  of  wind,  and  that  chiefly  from 
the  W.S.W.  Yet  the  mean  temperature  was  sufficiently  low  to  have 
caused  most  of  the  so-called  rainfall  to  have  been  in  reality  snowfall, 
and  to  have  kept  the  face  of  the  country  white,  in  place  of  green,  for  a 
considerable  number  of  days,  and  to  have  produced  no  little  irritation  to 
citizens  on  account  of  the  supposed  ill-considered  rules  of  municipalities 
regarding  the  clearance  of  pavements  and  removal  of  the  proceeds. 

While  amongst  the  direct  characteristics  of  the  weather  of  February 
it  may  be  cited  that  the  mean  temperature  was  nearly  1^  above  the 
mean  of  all  former  Februarys;  the  daily  range  of  temperature  greater 
by  rather  more  than  I'' ;  the  depth  of  rainfall  smaller  by  one-third ;  the 
strength  of  wind  less  by  a  tenth ;  the  N.  and  E.  elements  of  its  direction

has  reached  for  moTB  than  20  yeata  past;  bnt  the  moat  rematfaible 
feature  was  the  Bcantmeaa  of  the  rainfall,  joined  to  the  previous  dry 
state  of  the  coantry. 

While  the  barometric  presaare  for  J-dy  was  near  the  ordinaty 
quantity,  its  monthly  range  was  mitch  greater,  and  with  such  diabDrbance, 
the  rainfall  was  heavier  than  in  any  other  month  oE  the  present  year, 
except  Jaona^.  And  yet  aa  a  rainfall  for  July,  it  was  ecanty,  or  almott 
}  of  an  inch  Jess  than  the  mean  of  all  former  months  of  July.  At  the 
same  time  the  mean  temperatard  was  remarkably  high,  higher  indeed 
than  in  any  one  recorded  year,  except  that  of  1868,  while  the  prevailing 
dryneae  of  the  air  was  shown  by  a  humidity  return  so  small  as  76. 

August  1887  was  a  month  of  remarkable  quietude,  comfort,  and 
'  pleaBantneBS,  with  nothing  much  ont  of  the  way,  or  difiering  notably 
nom  the  mean  of  former  years  for  the  same  month ;  the  amall  difierencee 
found  being  generally  on  the  side  of  what  is  agreeable  and  healthy. 

With  the  month  of  Septem^  the  long  drought  of  the  spring  and 
snnimer  of  1887  decidedly  closed.  The  barometric  preaenre  was  r^et 
high,  but  much  disturbed ;  mean  temperature,  rather  low ;  homidity, 
abundant;  a  greater  nomber  of  rainy  days,  and  greater  depth  of  rainful 
than  the  average ;  not  much  wind,  and  its  direction  inclining  more  to 
E.N.E.  than  usual. 

The  weather  of  October  was  characterised  by  unusually  high  barometric 
pressure  and  low  mean  temperature,  accompanied  by  less  humidity,  t 
smaller  number  of  rainy  days,  and  a  smaller  depth  of  rainfall  than  the 
average;  while  the  wind  was  slightly  above  the  average  as  to  pressure 
on  the  square  foot,  and  had  a  more  than  usually  great  preponderaDce  of 
westerly  direction.
